W ashington, Oct. IO.—Secretary Root 
has retarded from the w est where he 
went w ith the president and w ill imme­ 
diately begin work on his annual report 
which w ill be of great importance. 
Besides recounting the doings of the 
m ilitary army in the Philippines, Cuba 
and Porte Rico, he w ill probably make 
recom m endations regarding the future 
governm ent of these islands. 
It is well 
known that he wishes to inaugurate a 
civil governm ent in Port Rico at the 
earliest possible moment, and that he 
favors the speedy withdraw el of many 
of the soldiers from Cuba. 
T he president w ill depend largely on 
the report of the Philippine com m ission 
in shaping his proposals for th e g o v e rn ­ 
m ent of these islands, b u t Secretary 
Root w ill have eo m etiin g to say in his 
report as to control by the m ilitary 
pending the in stitu tio n of civil govern­ 
m ent. 
It is stated th a t the secretary w ill not 
m ake any recom m endation in his report 
for arm y reorganization or in th e direc­ 
tion of perm anent increase for tho arm y, 
but w ill leave the m atter open u n til a f­ 
ter Hie Philippine w ar bas been brought 
to a close. 
By this silence the ad m in is­ 
tratio n , it is alleged, w ill avoid the 
charge of m ilitarism du rin g th e com ing 
session of congress.
